BOISE - The Idaho Board of Correction 
has approved the construction of a new 
Community Work Center in Twin Foils for 
prison inmates nearing release and for 
convicts in danger of. violating Jheir 
probation. 

"We’re coming to Twin Foils and we’re 
very excited about it,” said Eugene Larson, 
the board’s administrator for field and 
community services. 

Taking part in a telephone conference 


Monday, the board opted to go with a work 
center within the Twin falls city limits, 
said Idaho Department of Correction 
spokeswomnn Karol Phillips. A proposed 
center in Cocur d’Alene also- was 
considered. - 

The 56-bed facility will house minimum- 
custody inmates within several months of 
their'rclcose. No violent criminals ore' 
destined for the centers, she said. 

. The facility will be located on 
Washington Street South near Airport 
Road, the property bwner is Reed GooUL 
. who is working with J&M Building 


Systems. The state will lease the privately 
owned facility. 

Convicted felons who have been released 
and are already living in the 5th Judicial 
District can be assigned to the center If a 
probation officer decides they, need extra 
supervision to prevent them from violating 
their probation, Larson said. 

The cost of the center is estimated at 
S800.000, Phillips said. Construction will 
begin this year and be completed in the 
spring of 1992. 

Annual Operating budget for the center 
will be about S500.000, Larson said. He

State investigator says reports of abuse

JEROME - A state investigator has 

rejected anegations _ that-tcen-ogcrs at a 

now-defunct juvenile detention center 
were physically abused by the center’s 
co-owner and his wife. 

In addition, a Camas County girl who 
filed a tort claim saying she was raped by 
a male detainee while at the center a year 
ago has admitted to investigators that she 
had sex with the boy voluntarily. 

A newly rcleoscd Idaho Bureau of 
Investigation report clears John Devine 
and his wife. Rose, of any wrongdoing in 
a fight that broke out between Rose 
Devine ond two girls at the Southern 
- Idaho Youth Center cast of Jerome., 

John Devine’s long-standing contention- 
that stale officials conspired to put him 
out of business.

MANILA, Philippines — A U.S: nnrrada 
headed by the Navy’s newest uircraft 
carrier Monday evacuated 5,000 
Americans from an ash-covcred naval base 
as a deadly Philippine volcano continued to 
erupt, though at a much lower intensity 
than a series of devastating weekend - 
explosions. 

The evacuation came as the death toll 
from the eruptions of Mount Pinatubo, 
combined with a scries of earthquakes and 
torrential rains, rose to more than 200 ; 
according to Philippine television. The 
government, now struggling to cope with

D-W.Va., chairman of the 
0 Senate Appropriations Committee, the 
h surplus would be divided in half, with S4.I 
e billion earmarked to compensate states 
r whose citizens pay more into the Highway 
v Trust Fund than they get back in federal 
highway projects.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Poor, 
elderly Americans are paying the 
government more than $790 million 
a year for Medicare benefits they're 
entitled to receive freeranadvocacy 
group said Monday. 

“Millions of low-income elderly 
ore eligible but no one has notified 
them that the benefit even exists," 
said Ron Poiiacjc, executive director 
of Families USA Foundation. 

Congress last' fall increased the 
number of senior citizens eligible 
for free Medicare coverage, 
exempting those with incomes 
.below the poverty, line. The 
Medicaid program is to make their 
payments, including the $29.90 
monthly premium and as much ns 
$728 in deductibles and 20 percent 
of all doctors' bills. 

"The problem is that you don't get 
the benefit if you don’t apply for it," 
Pollack said, adding that "the 
government has neglected to notify 
people of their new rights." 


Federal officials responded that 
the government, agency that- handles 
Medicare and Medicaid has sent 
instructions to regional offices about 
how^taphnse inthenew assistance- — 

“Wc think that wc have, in fact,, 
responded to the legislation in n 
reasonable way," said Gail 
Wilensky, director of the federal 
Health Care Financing 
■ Administration. 

She said that since the agency 
hasn’t found direct mailings a, 
successful strategy, she hoped 
groups like Families . USA 
Foundation would .help inserting 
poor seniorsio the assistance that is 
available and enCoutagc them to 

apply. '■ . ' . 

“As the Inw.is now written, that is 
what they must do, and they need to 
do so at a Medicaid office," 
Wilensky said. 

Of the 4.2 million poor seniors 
eligible for the “buy-in" protection, 
fewer than half arc receiving it, said

About 200 people stood silently as 
the . flag-draped coffin was removed 
from a crypt at Zachary Taylor No- 
tional Cemetery and taken to the Jef- 
ferson County coroner’s office. 

Several hours later, a five-member 
honor guard from the Kentucky Na- 
tional Guard participated in a brief 
reinterment ceremony. • 

Coroner Richard Greathouse 
planned to conduct chemical tests on 
hair, nail and. bone samples to detect 
any trace of arsenic, which author 
Clara Rising and a University of 
Florida forensic anthropologist sus- 
pect may have killed Taylor. 

The coroner said he had not decid- 
ed whether more sophisticated photon 
tests would be required. Results

alcoholism be made a part of the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health. 

_Thc National Institute of Mental 
Health, the National Institute on 
Drug Abuse and the National Insti- 
tute on Alcohol Abuse and Alco- 
holism arc now part of the Alcohol. 
Drug Abuse and Mental Health Ad- 
ministration, or ADAMHA. 

'Transferring the institutes to NIH 
vvbuld allow ADAMHA to focus its 
efforts on treatment and prevention 
. services, said Health and Human 
Services Secretary Louis Sullivan. 

-The three institutes would “benefit 
from the exchange of science that 
gDcs on in the world’s preeminent 
medical research center,” he said. 

Ciwramntlcn between research 
and services would continue through 
the Public Health Service, a unit of 
Sullivan’s department that includes 
both NIH and ADAMHA. 

Sullivan said the separation of 
treatment and prevention services 
from research is needed because 
ADAMHA's responsibilities have 
grown enormously since the agency 
was organized in 1974. 

,“Wc arc now at the point where 
wc must fully develop our ability to 
target effective drug abuse, alcohol 
and mental health services to the 
people who need them, and to'- more 
— rapidly-translate 1 b'asic biologi’cul and — - 
behavioral research in . these areas 
into the general health care system,” 
he said. 

The National Alliance for the 
Mentally III praised the proposal, 
saying it “sends nn important signal 
that mental illness is a disease, like 
heart and lung and kidney diseases.”

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WASHINGTON (AP) - A survey 
of FBI employees suggests that 
complaints by white agents that mi- 
norities get unfair job preferences 
were made agifinst a backdrop of 
widespread dissatisfaction with the 
bureau’s promotion system. 

The recent survey of 3,000 FBI 
employees found that 69 percent did 
not believe that the bureau chooses 
the best people for promotion. 
Sixty-eight percent of white em- 
ployees said they didn't believe the 
best candidates arc promoted, ac- 
cording to survey results obtained 
Monday by The Associated Press. 
Complaints by while agents about 
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prefctMhces prompted a review of 
ihe FBI’s policy of allowing blacks, 
women and other minorities to score 
a lower grade to pass the entrance 
test for new agents. 

Minorities pass the lest if they 
score a 31.5 out of a possible 45 
while others must score at least 34 - 
points. Those who pass the test arc 
still ranked numerically by score, 
with those receiving the highest 
grades being selected.

(AP) — Parliament abolished South 
Africa’s last major apartheid law 
Monday, aiding more than-four 
decades in which all citizens were 
classified by race. 

"Now (apartheid legislation) be-, 
longs to history,” President P.W. de 
Klerk told Parliament after the re- 
Peatof the Population Registration 
Act “Now everybody is free of it” 

- But the opposition African Na- 
tional Congress said the repeal waa 
largely a symbolic move that would 
do nothing to. improve the lot of 
: _. , . 

De Klerk still must deal with 
South Africa’s most difficult racial 
issue — winning agreement on a 
'new constitution that will give the 
vote to the 30 million blacks who 
make up 68 perrent of the popula- 
tion. , 

He promised to produce a consti- 
tution that “will guarantee participa- 
tion and representation to all South 
Africans within a true democracy" 
and predicted an agreement can bo 
reached within a few years. 

All but 38 of the 308 members of 
the three-chamber Parliament in 
Cape Town voted to scrap the racial 
registration law, under which all 
South Africans were labeled as 
white, black, Asian or mixed-race. 

Until de Klerk began undoing 
apartheid restrictions, the racial clas- 
sification! determined where a per- 
son could live; - go to school, get 
medical treatment, play ball or be 
buried. 

“It was an act of racial bigotry 
and caused untold suffering and hu- -

White public schools may now be 
integrated, for example, but only if 
72 percent of* white parents at a 
school vote to accept children of 
other races. About 100 schools in 
Johannesburg, Cape Town and Dur- 
ban are accepting bl a c k s , but nearly 
all schools are still segregated.

Teen pregnancy, venereal disease, 
neglected children, child abuse, 
spouse abuse, wasted potential and ru- 
ined lives are all avoidable, according 
to “Sex Respect,” by just saying no. 


It’s a parent's dream; Unfortunate- 
ly, it’s a pipe dream- 

Teen-age sex is a fact of life, how- 
evermuch wc parents would like it to 
be otherwise. Today’s adolescents 
tend to be more sophisticated than 
Mom and Dad were at the same age, 
and likely to become sexually active 
much earlier.

Mysterious section of rails unearthed 


— r POCATELLO (AP) — A reminder o£P.ocntcllo_s 
past has been unearthed in a section of narrow-gauge 
railroad track, possibly installed before Idaho s state- 
hood. 

But just what the section of rail, thought to be from 
the Utah Northern Railroad which opened the area to 
settlement in the late 1870s, was doing below the 
sidewalk remains a mystery.

the railroad along the cast side of Center Street, said 
Pocatello historian Chilton Phoenix said. He specu- 
lated the track may have been used in the 1890s for 
construction of several buildings, including the 


Pocatello House Hotel. The Utah Northern Railroad, 
“which originated in Salt Lake City, reached Pocatello 
in 1877 and turned north toward Montana mines, 
crossing what is now the ISU campus. \ 

In any case, Sam Horton was surprised last Tues- 
day when his backhoe hit the track while Horton 
Concrete Co. workers were working on a new handi- 
capped sidewalk ramp.

Ex-Kimberly teacher given 
probation on sexual charges

TWIN FALLS - Former Kimberly school teacher 
Michael A. Thompson received three years’ proba- 
tion on Monday for lewd and lnscivious conduct 
with a minor under 16. 

Fifth District Judge Daniel Mechi gave Thompson 
a I- to 10-year suspended prison sentence. If 
Thompson violates probation, he can go to prison. 

“I think they need to be harsher than that, said 
Cindy Wall, president of the Kimberly Parent- 
Tcacher-Student Organization. “We as parents put a 
lot of trust in those teachers. I think they need to be 
stricter." 

The maximum sentence for lewd and lascivious 
conduct is life in prison. 

Thompson. 43. pleaded guilty in April to four 
counts of lewd conduct in connection with molest- 
ing a 1 4-ycar-old boy last summer. 

A fifth count was dropped as part of a plea bar- 
gain. and Twin Falls County Prosecutor K. Ellen 
Baxter agreed to recommend the 1- to 10-year sen- 
tence and two years’ probation on the Condition 
Thompson continue to receive treatment and coun- 
seling. 


Thompson was a math teacher at Kimberly Junior 
High School for four years, and he was one of two 
Kimberly teachers charged with sex crimes late lust 
year. 

The other. Michael S. Mclncmey. is scheduled to 
go to trial this summer on charges of statutory rape 
and lewd conduct involving a 1 5-year-old girl. 

Both teachers resigned during the school year.

Outlandish. 
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Billy Conn recalls 
memorable Louis 
bout after 50 years 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - Billy Conn 
uflk.s his best boxing in the basc- 
‘hjbnl. where the retired fighter raps 
hjj knuckles on the boxers, blondes, 
politicians 'and comedians on his 
walls in a half-century of pho- 

Tof show Conn posing with 
cdlebrities like Rocky Marciano, 
Jayne Mansfield, George Bush and 
Bob Hope. But perhaps the most 
gripping show Conn and Joe Louis 
fighting 50 years ago today for the 
world heavyweight’ title in one of 
boxing’s most memorable bouts. 

“I knew I could have' bent him. I 
coutd fight anyone,” Conn said. 

The scrappy irishman, now 73. 
ami the Brown Bomber nrc framed 
in sepia tones alongside all the show 
biz. Conn, who had just taken Louis’, 

• hard right to his left ear, points his 
toes and collapses to the mat before- 
some of the 55,000 fans at the Polo 
Grounds. • - 

The referee counts Conn out and 
Louis keeps his title. It was the night 
the seemingly hyperactive Conn out- 
boxed Louis for 12 rounds by alter- 
nately circling, darting, jabbing and 
spying away. 

When the 12th ended. Conn raised 
hfe right hand in a fist to the crowd 
like he’d already won the fight. But 
ilf thc 13th he wanted a knockout 
u|ainst the advice of his trainer, 
Joltnny Ray, who told him to protect 
the lead. 

Conn opened himself up too much 
and Louis stole the fight back with 
several blows to Conn’s head and 
the knockout two seconds before the 
bell. 

Conn said, the near-win was no 
surprise to him, even though Louis 
outweighed him by 30 pounds and 
previously had defended the title 17 
consecutive times. 

“Size doesn’t mnttcr," Conn said. 
“It’s how you punch, and how many 
punches you throw. You got to keep 
your hands up, don’t get hit.” 

The Billy Conn of the 1941 post- 
fight newsreels also was upbeat, 
smiling and wanting boxing promot- 
er Mike Jacobs to give him another 
shot. 

"Well, it was a great fight tonight. 
I-know Unclc- Mike’s going- to give 
me another chance and I know I can 
win it,” he said. ”1 guess 1 had too 
much to win for.tonigbt and I tried to . 
knock him out. Otherwise, I’d have 
won easy.” 

Conn said he started boxing in 


1935 os n 135-pound 15-year-old be- 
cause “there was nothing else to do." 

went to a gym in my neighbor- 
hood and 1 told the trainer to teach 
me all of it," Conn said. “He made 
me a professional from the. start, be- 
cause he said I couldn't learn any- 
thing from the amateurs." 

Next come barnstorming boxing 
tours of the factory towns of western 
Pennsylvania and northern West Vir- 
ginia for as little as 52.50 a fight. He 
won the light heavyweight champi- 
onship from Mclio Bettina in 1939. 

Hollywood wanted him ns an actor 
for his streetwise looks and got him 
later as "The Pittsburgh Kid,” about, 
appropriately, an Irish boxer from 
Pittsburgh. As n soldier, he toured 
with Hope as port of USO shows in 
the Allied camps of World War II 
Europe. 

The quick pace of the boxer’s hey- 
day matched that of his personal life. 
Within days of losing to Louis, his 
mother died of cancer and he mar- 
ried Mary Louise ngainst the wishes 
of her father, Jimmy Smith, a former 
baseball player. Later that summer 
they bought the house where they 
live today in the city’s Squirrel Hill 
neighborhood.

Conn broke 
one hand on Smith’s head and cut 
the other when he punched a win- 
dow. all at the christening of his first 
son. Tim. 

“Louis and I, we were nlways 
good friends. Whenever he saw me 
after that, he’d always ask me if my 
fathcr-in-lnw was still beating me 
up,” Conn said. 

The two, both Army draftees, 
fought in exhibition bouts in Europe 
but didn't meet again officially until 
June 19, 1946. Louis'knockcd-Conir' 
out in eight rounds at Yankee Stadi- 
um, five years and a day after 
Conn’s championship thnt almost 
was. 


IBF boss wants inquiry

DALLAS (AP) - The head of the 
international Boxing Federation said 
he has instructed his medical adviso- 
ry council to look into a weekend ju-

and determine if the use ofsix-ouncc 
gloves should be banned in the fu- 
ture. 

“Many jurisdictions in South 
’ America, the Orient, Europe, where 
’ they have small guys fighting, they 
have always used six-ounce gloves, 
and this is the first time we have ever 
had a hullabaloo over it,” IBF presi- 
dent Robert Lee said Monday from 
IBF offices in East Orange, NJ. 

Kid Akeem Anifowoshc, a Nigeri- 
an living in Las Vegas, began vomit- 
ing blood and collapsed after losing a 
12-round unanimous decision Salur-

Should one ever ruff with an acc 
when a smaller trump will do? Be- 
fore deciding, read how a French 
champion “wasted- his acc some 
years ago. It was the only way for 
him to make his game. 

Declarer was Philippe Cronicr of 
Paris. He ruffed the second dia- 
mond and started the spades, lead- 
ing low to dummy's- singleton 10. 
West took the jack and shrewdly led 
a trump. Had he not, declarer would 
have made his game easily by cross- 
ruffing and taking a club finesse. 

Cronicr took East's trump nine 
with his jack and led a low spade. 
However, instead of ruffing low. he 
ruffed with the acc. Why? 

Had he ruffed low arid cashed 
dummy’s acc, he would, have lost 
control. With no Immediate entry 
back to his h: nd to draw trumps 
(ruffing back to hand would be sui- 
cidal), he would never have been 
able to set up and cash his spade 
winners. 

After ruffing with dummy , s i 
trump acc, Cronicr led the low 
trump back to his hand to draw the 
trumps, and thanks to the 3-3 spade 
break, he had no trouble setting up 
spadcs~and cashing his 10 winners. 

Sometimes too much frugality 
carries a very high price tag.
